Supporting a three-year- 
old is no easy task when 
you're a single parent at 
22 . 

Shauna Allison needed 
to move out of a cramped 
apartment she shared 
with a friend and her son, 
Kierell Specht. 

“It seemed like it was 
never-ending — not 
enough sleep, not enough 
time for eating or time for 
myself or even enough 
time spent with him,” she 
said. 

Her family is in Toronto 
and she’s trying to make 
ends meet while attending 
Nova Scotia Community 
College. 

So last winter she got a 
spot at Supportive Hous¬ 
ing for Young Mothers 
(SHYM). It’s a shelter locat¬ 
ed in Dartmouth for 
moms, and soon-to-be 
moms between the ages of 
16 and 24. 

It not only gives them a 
place to live but they learn 
good parenting practices, 
budgeting, cooking and a 
number of other skills to 
get them on their feet. 

By the end of the two- 
year program, the women 
are on their way to finish¬ 
ing high school, starting 
college or getting a job. 

“With two parents they 
talk about how exhausted 


they are and how difficult 
it is and here these women 
are doing it on their own 
while they’re also trying to 
grow up themselves,” said 
Wendy Fraser, executive 


director. 

Mother’s Day is always 
an event at this facility. 
Fraser said it’s a day to rec¬ 
ognize these women who 
are making a decision to 


better their lives and be 
good moms. 

“I feel their commit¬ 
ment to motherhood is 
completely awe-inspiring. 
Their barriers are so much

Her lawyer 
appeared in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Thursday 
and her trial was set for 
Jan. 10, 2011. 

Calder’s first trial began 
in early April, but the pro¬ 
ceedings were stopped by 
Supreme Court Justice Pe¬ 
ter Bryson after new 
evidence came up. 

Calder, 56, was charged 
last July after guards at the 
Central Nova Scotia 
Correction Facility in Dart¬ 
mouth allegedly caught 
her passing an envelope 
containing drugs to an in¬ 
mate. 

She was charged with 
trafficking the painkiller 
hydromorphone. Other 
charges of possessing hy¬ 
dromorphone and traffick¬ 
ing marijuana were laid af¬ 
ter police searched her 
west-end Halifax home. 
Calder is not currently 
practising law.

Fallen sailor returns to Canada 


trenton The body of a No¬ 
va Scotia-based sailor 
killed in Afghanistan has 
arrived back in Canada. 

A military plane cariying 
the body of Petty Officer 
(second class) Craig Blake, 
of CFB Shearwater, 
touched down at CFB Tren¬ 
ton, in eastern Ontario, on 
Thursday afternoon. 

His body then took the 
familiar route along the 
Highway of Heroes to the 
coroner’s office in Toronto. 

Nearly 30 of his Halifax 
brethren were in Trenton 
to be there to receive the 
remains. Eight of them 
were pallbearers and 20 
acted as a colour guard. 

Blake was killed Monday 


when a 

roadside 
bomb ex¬ 
ploded west 
of Kandahar 
City. 

The 37- 
year-old had 
been in 

Afghanistan 
for only a couple of weeks. 

Blake, who was a minor 
hockey coach, was the first 
sailor and 143rd member 
of the Canadian Forces to 
die since the Afghan mis¬ 
sion started in 2002. 

On Wednesday, more 
than 1,500 Canadian and 
ISAF personnel attended a 
ramp ceremony at Kanda¬ 
har Airfield for Blake. 


Details on the funeral 
service have not been re¬ 
leased, but no matter 
where the funeral for the 
Simcoe, Ont., native takes 
place, another memorial 
service will be held within 
the diving unit. 

Blake was a husband and 
father of two. His brother 
Chris said Tuesday that 
Blake was a sailor first and 
foremost and was appre¬ 
hensive about serving in 
Afghanistan. 

“Being in the ordnance 
and bomb disposal and 
eveiything he was trained 
for, he also knew that this 
was part of his calling.”

’Not my job’ 
to investigate 
email: Whalen 

Liberal deputy won't ask assistant 
if he played part in security breach

Deputy Liberal Leader Di¬ 
ana Whalen has not and 
will not ask her 
constituency assistant if he 
was the one who 
somehow sent out an 
anonymous email to party 
members criticizing leader 
Stephen McNeil. 

Some in the Liberal par¬ 
ty have made no secret 
that they believe Whalen’s 
assistant Doug Boudreau is 
the one who “breached” 
security and acquired a 
supposedly secret list of 
party members. Boudreau 
has refused to comment. 

Whalen has heard the 
accusations but said it’s 
not her job to investigate. 

“I sincerely believe it’s a 
party issue, that if there’s 
been a breach of any sort 
that deals with party lists 
or party issues or party 
whatever, then it should 
go to them,” she told re¬ 
porters on Thursday. 

She added, “It is not my 
job to be the person who 
brings messages back and 
forth. The party structure 
can do their own work, is 
what I’m saying.” 

The previous day, 
Whalen referred to the 
party’s investigation, 
which included hiring 
lawyer Michelle Awad, as a 
“witch hunt.” 

McNeil disagreed, saying 
the problem is not the con¬ 
tent of the email, but the 
party needing to prove it 


No legal action

driving Nova Scotia’s cell¬ 
phone-while-driving ban 
appears to be getting 
across to people behind 
the wheel. 

The province released its 
2009 Nova Scotia Road 
Safety Survey on Thursday, 
which states 78 per cent of 
those interviewed aren’t 
using hand-held cell¬ 
phones while driving. 

Thirty-nine per cent sur¬ 
veyed say they either don’t 
or no longer talk on a 
hand-held cellphone while 
driving. Another 39 per 
cent say they are or have 
switched over to a hands¬ 
free cellphone or blue 
tooth. 

Eleven per cent say they 
use their cellphone less 
than before while driving, 
six per cent haven’t 
changed their behaviour 
and five per cent continue 
to talk on their cellphone. 

The province banned 
driving and talking on a 
cellphone in April of 2008. 

“We believe people are 
starting to obey the law, 
but we still see more than 
the normal amount of peo¬ 
ple using cellphones when 
they drive. But it has de¬ 
creased since the law was 
implemented,” Halifax 


RCMP spokesman Cpl. Joe 
Taplin said about the poll 
results. 

“We don’t understand 
(however) why people are 
still persistent to utilize 
the cellphones instead of 
switching to the hands¬ 
free sets. It’s kind of mind- 
boggling to us.” 

Cellphone usage along 
with drinking and driving, 
speeding and distractions 
are listed in the survey as 
the most serious road safe¬ 
ty issues on provincial

The survey also says 81 
per cent of drivers have 
gone over the speed limit 
between one and 15 km/h 
in the past month when in¬ 
terviewed, while 24 per 
cent had gone between 16 
and 30 km/h over the 
speed limit.

No money for coverage 
sought by CNIB: NDP 


N.S. only province not funding drug Lucentis

The Canadian Council for 
the Blind is stepping up its 
campaign to urge the NDP 
to fund the blindness drug 
Lucentis. 

Nova Scotia is the only 
province in Canada that 
does not fund Lucentis, 
which has been shown to 
treat a degenerative eye 
condition. 

A CNIB advertising cam¬ 
paign says the govern¬ 
ment’s refusal to fund the 
drug has left people three 
options: “Go blind, go 
bankrupt or go away.” 

Debert resident Betty 
Jennings said Thursday 
both her parents, now in 
their 70s, need Lucentis 
but may have to sell their 
house and move to Alberta 
to cover the $2,000-per- 
injection cost. 



Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said she’s work¬ 
ing to find a way to make 
Lucentis available. But she 
said spending the money — 

$4.5 million this year, $10 
million annually 
within three years — 
would mean cuts 
elsewhere in her de¬ 
partment. 

“The revenue of 
our province is flat, 
we’re taking in less 
revenue than we’re Maureen 
spending. So I don’t MacDonald 
have that surplus to 
reach into to expand drug 
coverage,” she said. 

The CNIB asserts the gov¬ 
ernment will actually save 
money in the long term 
through reduced costs 
from blindness-related in¬ 
juries, but MacDonald said 
that doesn’t help her now. 

“Eveiy day I meet with 
groups who tell me that if I 
could spend money on 


their requests now they 
would save the health-care 
system money down the 
road. That doesn’t put 
money in my pocket now,” 
she said. 

Opposition parties 
have been hammer¬ 
ing away at the NDP 
on Lucentis during 
question period, 
noting the NDP lob¬ 
bied for the drug’s 
funding when in op¬ 
position. 

Premier Darrell 
Dexter responded 
Thursday to a question 
from Tory Leader Karen 
Casey by noting she did 
not approve the drug when 
she was health minister, 
which sparked shouts of 
anger from some Tory 
MLAs. 

Casey said the science has 
become clearer on Lucentis 
since the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives were in office. 


Scientist to study Gulf cleanup 


environment A local scien¬ 
tist who is being sent to 
study the cleanup of a mas¬ 
sive U.S. oil spill says the ef¬ 
fect on fish of chemical dis¬ 
persants being used to 
break down the oil remains 
largely unknown, despite 
their low toxicity. 

“I tell people low toxici¬ 
ty is not no toxicity,” said 
Kenneth Lee, executive di¬ 
rector of the Centre for 
Offshore Oil and Gas Re¬ 
search for Fisheries and 
Oceans Canada. 

“We’re still looking at the 
science of what are the ef¬ 
fects of dispersants. And 
we’re not only looking at 
the effects of whether it 
kills the fish, we’re looking 
at what does it do to the 
health of the fish.” 

Lee and two other ex¬ 
perts from the Bedford In¬ 
stitute of Oceanography 
were scheduled to arrive

Thursday in Louisiana to 
begin assessing the effi¬ 
ciency and safety of 
cleanup methods. Lee was 
unsure how long the team 
would be in the U.S. 

A blown-out well has 
been spewing hundreds of 
thousands of litres a day 
into the Gulf of Mexico 
since an offshore drilling 


rig exploded and sank last 
month. 

Lee, who’s been studying 
cleanup and habitat recov¬ 
ery for nearly three 
decades, said this spill 
presents a challenge be¬ 
cause the oil is mixing 
with sea water at the sur¬ 
face and becoming thick. 

“This type of material 
may have the consistency 
of something like mayon¬ 
naise, it’s very difficult to 
clean up,” he told re¬ 
porters a couple of hours 
before catching a flight to 
New Orleans. 

Lee said the team will 
study the use of chemical 
oil dispersants in the Gulf, 
which he likened to a dish¬ 
washing detergent. Disper¬ 
sants break down an oil 
slick into tiny droplets in 
hopes of diluting it with 
tides and currents.

Dave Lilly has had “sever¬ 
al” close calls while 
responding to emergency 
calls on the highway. 

The Millbroolc RCMP cor¬ 
poral said he has had vehi¬ 
cles come within eight 
inches of his driver’s side 
mirror as he prepared to 
get out of his cruiser. 

The Mountie has even 
been at accidents where 
people driving by are so in¬ 
terested in what was going 
on they ended up rear-end¬ 
ing the vehicle they were 
following. They are stories 
many emergency respon¬ 
ders could echo. 

But Lilly is hopeful 
things will change. 

New provincial legisla¬ 
tion came into effect May 1 
requiring motorists to 
slow down when passing 
stopped emergency vehi¬ 
cles with their lights flash¬ 
ing. Motorists must reduce 
their speed to 60 km/h or 
the posted speed limit, if it 
is less. 

Motorists must also move 
to a lane away from the 
emergency if one is avail¬ 
able and it is safe to do so. 


“We are at risk every day 
when we’re out there on 
the highway,” Lilly said. 

“We don’t speed 
through your office, don’t 
speed through ours.” 

Lilly and some of his fel¬ 
low officers in Millbroolc 
spent time passing out 
more than 250 flyers this 
week with information 


about the changes to mo¬ 
torists. 

It wasn’t about enforce¬ 
ment, but rather educating 
and informing the public 
of the need to slow down. 

“This law is going to 
help protect us,” Lilly said. 

The RCMP’s education ap¬ 
pears to be needed. The 
alarming thing Lilly found

out was the public’s lack of 
knowledge regarding the 
changes. 

“Over half the people 
don’t know what I am talk¬ 
ing about,” he said.

“When emergency lights 
are flashing, it’s very im¬ 
portant the drivers slow 
down because there are 
three agencies out there 
trying to protect them and 
possibly save lives,” he said.

Police groups unite to 
fight for gun registry 


gun laws Three top police 
groups came together 
Thursday to defend the 
long-gun registry, even as 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment called on three re¬ 
tired officers to speak 
against it.

While they 
acknowledged it got off to 
a bad start, they lamented 
the “misinformation” that 
has driven government 
policy and shaped public 
opinion on the registiy of 
rifles and shotguns. 

They said it’s not the bil- 
lion-dollar boondoggle it’s 
been made out to be. It’s 
now under RCMP control, 
it’s well run and it costs 
taxpayers just $4 million a 
year, they said, adding po¬ 
lice used it 3.8 million 
times last year. They said it 
saves lives.

The index later recov¬ 
ered to a loss of nearly 350 
points at the close. 

The Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change fell more than 450 
points — a drop of more 
than four per cent — be¬ 
fore recovering to near 
break-even. 

The Canadian loonie 
nosedived by more than 
four cents to fall below 
93.02 cents US — the first

Tornado kills dozens 


A tornado and strong 
winds swept through 
southwestern China early 
Thursday, killing at least 
29 people and injuring 
nearly 200, the Ministry of 
Civil Affairs said. 

More than 70,000 people 
were relocated after torren¬ 
tial wind, rain and hail 
lashed the city of 
Chongqing overnight, the 
ministry said on its website. 
One person remains miss¬ 
ing and 190 have been hurt, 
it said. 

Thousands of buildings 
have been damaged in the 
hardest hit counties of 
Liangping and Dianjiang, 
disaster relief officials said, 


according to the official Xin¬ 
hua News Agency. 

In Dianjiang, storms de¬ 
stroyed 980 residential 
buildings and damaged 
more than 10,000. The dam¬ 
age was estimated at more 
than $17.6 million US, a 
county government 
spokesman said. 

Xinhua said 
the tornado 
struck the area 
around 2 a.m. 

Thursday. Winds 
reached up to 112 
km/h, while heavy rains 
pounded the area over a 24- 
hour period.

perts reported Thursday. 

If conditions do revert to 
neutral, it could compli¬ 
cate forecasting this sum¬ 
mer’s hurricanes, since El 
Nino years tend to have 
fewer storms than normal 
in the Atlantic and Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Last month, forecasters 
Philip J. Klotzbach and 
William M. Gray of Col¬ 
orado State University said 
they foresee above-average 
storm activity for the At¬ 
lantic hurricane season due 
to a warming of tropical At¬ 
lantic “and a more confi¬ 
dent view that the current 
El Nino will weaken.” 

This year, things were 
complicated by high pres¬ 
sure over Greenland that 
pushed cold, wet weather 
south leading to blizzards 
along the East Coast. 

In its regular update of El 


El Nino/La Nina 

• So-called La Nina years, 
when the Pacific is colder 
than usual, can lead to an 
increase in Atlantic 
hurricanes, but neutral con¬ 
ditions between the two 
make the storm season 
harder to predict. The U.S. 
government's hurricane 
forecast for this summer is 
due out later this month. El 
Nino is often noted as 
warmer than normal water 
in the tropical Pacific. 

Nino/La Nina conditions, 
the U.S. National Centers 
for Environmental Predic¬ 
tion said warm conditions 
in the Pacific continue, but 
have weakened since the 
end of February. 

Most models predict neu¬ 
tral conditions through the 
end of the year, but a few 
suggest the possibility of a 
La Nina developing, accord¬ 
ing to the Centers.

Crossing U.S.-Mexican border 
illegally can be deadly venture 


statistics The number of 
people who died trying to 
cross the U.S.-Mexico bor¬ 
der illegally last year rose 
to 417, the first increase in 
four years, despite declines 
in apprehensions, accord¬ 
ing to an advocacy group. 

The number of deaths 
hit a peak of 492 in 2005, 
but had fallen every year 
since then to a low of 390 
in 2008, the National Foun¬ 
dation for American Policy 
said Thursday, citing U.S. 
Border Patrol statistics. 

Meanwhile, apprehen¬ 
sions of illegal immigrants 
trying to cross the south¬ 
ern border fell to 538,000 
last year, down from 
705,022 the previous year. 
Apprehensions peaked at 
1.17 million in 2005, ac¬ 
cording to the foundation, 
which supports increasing 
visas for people to legally 
come to the U.S.

Border Patrol had reported 
378 deaths for 11 months 
of fiscal year 2009 and 
warned the final number 
for the full year probably 
would increase. 

Fortification of the near¬ 
ly 2,000-mile border has 
forced migrants to enter 
the United States at areas 
with more difficult terrain, 
making crossing the bor¬ 
der illegally more deadly. 
Men, women and children 
are among the dead each 
year. 

Stuart Anderson, the 


foundation’s executive di¬ 
rector, said the deaths re¬ 
flect flawed enforcement 
policies that do not pro¬ 
vide enough opportunity 
for migrants to enter the 
country legally. 

Anderson was uncertain 
whether the increase re¬ 
lates to escalating drug-re¬ 
lated violence in Mexico. 
The Border Patrol was ana¬ 
lyzing its own data to de¬ 
termine whether drug vio¬ 
lence had an affect on the 
numbers. 

The Border Patrol regu¬ 
larly rescues migrants who 
are felled by searing heat; 
swept up in river waters 
that serve as the interna¬ 
tional border; perish in at¬ 
tacks by gangs or wildlife, 
or other scenarios. 

The Border Patrol res¬ 
cued 1,277 people near the 
Southwestern border last 
year, the foundation re¬ 
ported.

SPACE NASA engineers success¬ 
fully catapulted the new Orion 
crew capsule about a 1.6 kilo¬ 
metres into the air Thursday 
morning as part of a test of a 
launch-abort system. The 
launch-abort system hurtled 
the capsule from a desert 
launch pad and reached 
speeds of about 724 km/h in 
just 2.5 seconds. The launch- 
abort system is designed to 
whisk astronauts and the cap¬ 
sule to safety in case of a prob¬ 
lem on the launch pad, such as 
a fire, or during the climb to or¬ 
bit. The abort system has been 
in development for about four 
years and involves a trio of 


high-performance rocket mo¬ 
tors that sit atop the capsule. 
The Orion capsule was 
originally designed to take as¬ 
tronauts back to the moon. But 
U.S. President Barack Obama in 
February killed NASA's $ioo-bil- 
lion plans to return to the 
moon, redirecting the money 
for new rocket technology re¬ 
search. 

LOS ANGELES A man suspected 
of killing his ex-girlfriend and 
her brother after storming into 
their parents' California home 
with an assault rifle was only 
grazed by a deputy's bullet and 
was not hospitalized. The Los 
Angeles County sheriff's office 


says 27-year-old Joseph Merca¬ 
do was taken to a sheriff's sta¬ 
tion Thursday and booked for 
investigation of murder. Sher¬ 
iff's Lt. Don Slawson said Mer¬ 
cado was grazed in the head by 
a deputy's bullet during the 
confrontation. Authorities said 
Mercado was upset over a 
breakup with his girlfriend and 
went to her family's home 
south of Los Angeles shortly 
before 4 a.m. Investigators said 
he went room to room, killing 
the woman and her brother 
and wounding her parents. 
Slawson said the gunman had 
planned to burn down the

O ntario Premier 
Dalton McGuin- 
ty is proposing 
legislation — 
delightfully en¬ 
titled the “Excellent Care 
for All” bill — to connect 
the salaries and bonuses of 
provincial hospital chief ex¬ 
ecutive officers with their 


on-the-job performance. 

We’re not talking here 
simply about how well the 
CEOs manage to shave op¬ 
erating room costs or slash 
vital support jobs to meet 
too-small budgets, but what 
they do to improve the 
quality of patient care. Has 
the hospital reduced the 
rates of infection among 
patients from one year to 
the next, for example? Has 
it reduced the number of 
patients who are dis¬ 
charged, only to be re-ad- 
mitted? And what about 
the number of medical er¬ 
rors? Up? Down? As patient 
care goes, so goes executive 


compensation. 

McGuinty thinks this is 
such a good idea he’s con¬ 
sidering applying it to CEOs 
of eveiy Ontario crown cor¬ 
poration and agency. 

Why not do the same in 
Nova Scotia? And why stop 
with the public sector? 
What if we applied more 
than just bottom-line calcu¬ 
lations to private sector 
compensation? 

Last month, Emera, 
which owns our electrical 
power utility, announced 
its CEO, Chris Huskilson, 
had earned more than 
twice as much in bonuses 
and stock options — a 


nudge more than $1.5 mil¬ 
lion — as he took home in 
salary, which in 2009 
amounted to a paltiy 
$649,038. Rob Bennett, the 
president of Emera’s Nova 
Scotia Power subsidiaiy, re¬ 
ceived more than twice his 
$336,692 salary in benefits. 

The company’s manage¬ 
ment circular attributed 
the executives’ good for¬ 
tune — both men did even 
better in 2009 than in 2008 
— to Emera’s showing in 
the stock market. 

But what if those bonuses 
had been based on other 
factors? Customer satisfac¬ 
tion, for example? Electrici¬ 


ty rate increases not re¬ 
quested? How about the 
number of times power 
outages were not blamed 
on salty fog? Better, the 
number of outages that did¬ 
n’t happen, or the speed 
with which power was re¬ 
stored when they did? 

Those are also signs — 
perhaps more telling in the 
long term — of a well run 
company. Why not recog¬ 
nize them when doling out 
bonuses? 

Or how about Eastlink, 
one of the companies that 
received federal and 
provincial funding but 
failed to meet its deadline 


— “the project completion 
date has moved,” in corpo¬ 
rate-speak — to supply 
broadband Internet service 
to ah rural Nova Scotians? 
Why not reduce its CEO’s 
compensation package for 
each day it fails to com¬ 
plete? In 2010, that’s 126 
days... and counting. 

Dalton McGuinty is on to 
something here. There are 
other important measuring 
sticks for success beyond 
the bottom line. Time to 
factor them in, too.

Shoe architect’s heels take a step up

High heels have become 
fashionable, but Albu’s are 
at least twice the height of 
ones that international de¬ 
signers have been flirting 
with for several years. 

For instance, in Washing¬ 
ton last month independent 
boutiques were strutting 
footwear that seemed revo- 
lutionaiy, such as apple red 
patent and black stiletto 
heels. But the platforms 
were only four centimetres 
and the red heels 11 cen¬ 
timetres. 

“This is unusual, but I

No profits, but losses 
down for Air Canada 


Improving business travel 
revenues helped Air Cana¬ 
da sharply narrow its loss¬ 
es in the first quarter as 
the economy continued to 
slowly recover in the first 
months of the year. 

Canada’s largest airline 
reported Thursday that 
premium cabin revenues 
grew by $58 million or 15 
per cent from last year, 
driven by a 10.6 per cent 
increase in traffic. 

The gains accounted for 
almost 70 per cent of the 
$84 million increase in sys¬ 
tem passenger revenues, 
which rose to nearly $2.1 
billion. 

Premium cabin yields — 
the price to fly a passenger 
per mile — improved in all 
markets, rising by 3.9 per

cent. Lower yields in the 
economy cabin reduced 
overall pricing by 2.2 per 
cent across the system. 

The first quarter marked 
an improvement from last 
year and sequential 
growth over the last six 
months. But it still re¬ 
mained well below pre-re- 
cession levels. 

“Nonetheless, this is a 
positive indicator that busi¬ 


ness travel demand is slow¬ 
ly starting to return,” Air 
Canada CEO Calin Rovines- 
cu said during a conference 
call with analysts. 

He said the improve¬ 
ment demonstrated that 
the airline’s initiatives 
such as paid upgrade pro¬ 
grams are starting to stick, 
and that customers are rec¬ 
ognizing the value of its 
business offering. 

In another development, 
Air Canada says it expects 
to lose about $20 million 
in operating profits from 
flight cancellations after 
the closure of European 
airspace for five days in 
April because of volcanic 
ash from the volcanic 
eruption in Iceland.

Toyota agrees to 'black boxes' in cars

when a columnist 
is supposed to coy¬ 
ly remind the read¬ 
er he had it first.

It’s staggering when you 
look back at what’s hap¬ 
pened in just five years. 

Canada now has three 
professional soccer fran¬ 


chises. Games are televised 
on national networks and 
there is more mainstream 
print coverage than any of 
us could have ever imag¬ 
ined. 

Toronto FC has become 
the talk of the city. 

Hockey-crazed Montreal 
put 50,000 plus people in 
Olympic stadium for a soc¬ 
cer game in Februaiy. 

And Vancouver, already 
established as a North 
American leader for its 
deep-rooted soccer system, 
is on the cusp of becoming 
world-class when the reno¬ 
vation of B.C. Place and a 
national training centre 
are completed next year. 

But the game isn’t main¬ 
stream just yet. 

Wednesday night, unan¬ 
nounced, a few hundred 
stranded footie fans gath¬ 
ered electronically, squint¬ 
ing and straining to watch 
an Internet feed of the Nu- 
trilite Voyageurs Cup game 
between Montreal and Van¬ 
couver.

Russell joins ranks 
of NFL draft busts 


raiders Three years, more 
than $39 million US and 
only seven wins as the 
starting quarterback for 
the Oakland Raiders. 

The verdict is in on Ja- 
Marcus Russell’s career in 
Oakland and he just might 
be the NFL’s biggest draft 
bust. 

The Raiders released 
Russell on Thursday, just 
three years after making 
him the No. 1 overall pick 
in the NFL draft. 

The decision came less 
than two weeks after Oak¬ 
land acquired Jason Camp¬ 
bell from Washington to 
take over at quarterback. It 
signifies that owner A1 
Davis finally lost patience 


with the immensely talent¬ 
ed but unproductive player 
he drafted in 2007 against 
the wishes of former coach 
Lane Kififin. 

“We wish him well,” sen¬ 
ior executive John Herrera 
told The Associated Press. 

Russell will now be con¬ 
sidered one of the biggest 
busts in NFL draft histoiy, 
joining the likes of Ryan 
Leaf, Ki-Jana Carter, Akili 
Smith, Tony Mandarich, 
Charles Rogers, Heath 
Shuler and Blair Thomas 
on that list.

“I always felt that was 
one of the top things about 
sports. You can’t pick the 
winner before hand you 
have to play the game.” 

It’s the lure of what 
many call the greatest 
tournament of all. Not 
everything is scripted and 
anything can happen 
when national pride and 
sport collide on the global 
stage. 

“Yes, it’s my only claim 
to fame,” Bahr chuckled. 
“People think I was a great 
player. I was just like every¬ 
body else ... but I was a 
World Cup player!” 

Thankfully, only the 
players can deliver the 
magic once the World Cup 
begins.

Hitchcock was so well 
known for his sneaky ap¬ 
pearances in films he even 
made one following his 
death. In Psycho II, made 
three years after his pass¬ 
ing, his famous silhouette 
can be seen in shadow just 
outside of Mother’s bed¬ 
room.

The power 
pop revival 

New Pornographers come 
Together for new album

“There are no more inter¬ 
esting rock and roll bands/’ 
writes American novelist 
Rick Moody in The New 
Pornographers artist bio. 
“(The New Pornographers) 
are also unable, it seems, 
to resist the challenge to 
make a perfect album, a 
form so dead.” 

If there’s any controver¬ 
sial comment to make in a 
bio, it’s probably to say 
there’s nothing good hap¬ 
pening in pop music any¬ 
more. Carl Newman, The 
New Pornographers’ 
singer, clarifies the au¬ 
thor’s statement. “He did¬ 
n’t mean it in an insulting 


way,” says ex-Vancouverite 
and now New York-based 
artist. “He was saying it’s a 
noble gesture, trying to 
work in a format so many 
people think is dead.” 

It’s true, Pornographers- 
lilce power pop — which 
draws from the Beach 
Boys, The Kinks and Big 
Star, among other punchy, 
harmony-laden rock bands 
— isn’t the rage these days, 
but it’s far from obsolete. 
Newman knows that, but 
he says classic pop has 
gone underground. “If Pet 
Sounds came out today it 
would be this weird alter¬ 
native record,” he says. 

If anything The New 
Pornographers’ music has 
kept the genre top of mind 
for many music fans. The

the quiet, lo-fi piano song 
Valkyrie in the Roller Dis¬ 
co. 

Newman admits that the 
disc is a bit of history les¬ 
son into the New Pornogra¬ 
phers music. “It does take 
a lot of different things 
we’ve done,” he says, 
adding that the only differ¬ 
ence between how he 
wrote this disc and the pre¬ 
vious ones was that To¬ 
gether was based around 
riffs he had in his mind. 
“More than the other al¬ 
bums, this was built 


around some kind of gui¬ 
tar or cello line that runs 
through a verse.” 

The band will tour be¬ 
hind Together for a while, 
but once that’s over, in the 
past, Newman has released 
solo albums. He says it’s 
unlikely he’ll write anoth¬ 
er AC Newman disc for a 
while. “I want to do some¬ 
thing different. Something 
that doesn’t sound any¬ 
thing like my solo stuff or 
the New Pornographers,” 
he says. “Or maybe I’m just 
talking out of my ass.” 


band isn’t pushing power 
pop into the mainstream 
— “I’ve had an under¬ 
ground career,” he says — 
but with thousands of 
records sold worldwide, 
and veteran acts like Ani¬ 
mal Collective and new 
bands such as Library Voic¬ 
es playing more pop-fo¬ 
cused music they’ve had 
an influence. 


The band actually took a 
step back from their pol¬ 
ished distorted tunes on 
their last disc, Challengers, 
in favour of softer, melodic 
sounds. Their new record, 
Together, combines that 
subdued band — which al¬ 
so features Nelco Case and 
Destroyer’s Dan Bejar — 
with their louder selves. 

“It exemplifies my con¬ 
trary nature,” says New¬ 
man, explaining how a 
song like Crash Years, a 
bubbly Case track winds 
up on the same album as

God Save John’s Rotten image

From the Sex Pistols* first 
appearance on television 
nearly 35 years ago, John¬ 
ny Rotten has built a stur¬ 
dy reputation as a difficult 
interview subject. 

And although a question 
about an erstwhile band- 
mate in his recently reunit¬ 
ed Public Image Ltd., re¬ 
sulted in him telling this 
reporter to “f— off” about 
10 minutes into the con¬ 
versation, he didn’t hang 
up the phone. 

Instead, the man who 
was born John Lydon spent 
the next 20 minutes talk¬ 
ing somewhat enthusiasti¬ 
cally about re-forming the 
band he began after the 
implosion of the Pistols, 
and opining on all things 
from beauty products to 
Vampire Weekend. 

After publishing a vol¬ 
ume of his memoirs in the 
mid ’90s that dealt with 
his time in the Pistols, the 


singer promised he was 
working on addressing the 
Public Image years, but 
right now the guy who 
once snarled about “no fu¬ 
ture” sounds like he’s actu¬ 
ally looking forward to a 
happy one. 

“I’ve had to put it on the 
back burner because of 
this work,” he says of the 
book. “I’m in no mad dog 
rush to finish it, because 
PiL is by far, far and away, 
an uncompleted project.” 

He says putting together 
a concise setlist has been 
one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges. 

“Seriously, we’re really 
having problems trying to 
cut the set down to just 
two hours, because there’s 
so much there,” he says. 
“But as we progress here, 
and get people to start 
thinking about what they 
think PiL is, it will get us in 
the position where we 
could tour almost con¬ 
stantly. I would hope so. 
But the general ambition is 
towards recording immedi-

And how has the materi¬ 
al aged? The singer says 
mining his old material 
has been gratifying, in par¬ 
ticular the 1978 song, Reli¬ 
gion, which criticizes the 
Catholic Church. 

“It’s a shame no one was 
listening to me, because 
we could have saved a hell 
of a lot of children a hell of 
a lot of grief,” he says. 
“When I wrote Religion, 
the Catholic Church was 
just so on me, and general¬ 
ly society — you know, 
‘How could I be so loath¬ 
some as to think such a 
thing?’ Well, now we know 
the truth. But then again, I 
was in the same position 
with a song like Anarchy 
or God Save the Queen. I

It’s Carrie’s coming-of- 
age story and takes readers 
back to 1979 and her life as 
a high school senior in 
small-town Connecticut. 

“I tried to capture the 
emotional realities of being 
17,” says Bushnell, 51, over 
the phone from New York, 
where she is kicking off a 
whirlwind book North 
America tour to launch 
this, her sixth novel. “I had 
an especially great time 
writing The Carrie Diaries 
because I love the character 
Carrie.” 

Not only does Diaries fo¬ 
cus on Carrie’s first love, 
but it also touches on her 
evolving sense of fashion 
and her dreams of one 
day becoming a writer. 
Like her character 


Carrie, Bushnell grew up 
dreaming of being a writer 
and living in Manhattan. “It 
was something that I 
dreamed of doing since I 
was a little kid,” she says. 
“And, like Carrie, when I 
was in high school, I knew 
what I wanted to do, but I 

had no idea how to get 
^ there.” 

Similarly to Carrie, 
Bushnell moved to the Big 
Apple at 18, and became a 
columnist while struggling 
to pay the bills. As her 20s 
rolled into her 30s, Bush¬ 
nell also became (like Car¬ 
rie) a bona fide New York 
celebrity, dating a bevy of 
wealthy bachelors (includ¬ 
ing publishing giant 
Ronald A. Galotti who is ru¬ 
moured to be the inspira¬ 
tion for Mr. Big). 

Aside from her career¬ 
defining Sex and the City, 
Bushnell has penned sever¬ 
al other smash-hit, chiclc-lit 
novels, including Four 
Blondes (2001), Trading Up 
(2003), Lipstick Jungle 
(2005), which was also 
adapted into a TV series, 
and One Fifth Avenue 
(2008). 

In 2002, at the age of 43, 
Bushnell settled down, 
marrying Charles 

Askegard, a dancer with 
the New York City Ballet, to 
whom she remains happily 
married. So what has the 
women behind Carrie Brad¬ 
shaw learned about love? 
“It’s what you bring and it’s

your attitude,” she says. 
“You always hear people 
say, ‘Oh, I have to find my 
other half,’ but you kind of 
have to be a whole to begin 
with.”

“Ohhhhhh, it was real es¬ 
tate. That’s all I’m going to 


say,” she says. Bushnell is 
already working on a fol¬ 
lowup to Diaries. “It’s (Car¬ 
rie’s) first summer in New 
York and gosh, I think any¬ 
body’s first summer in the 
big city is full of adven¬ 
ture,” she says of her next 
novel. “There’s still so 
many more books I want to 
write and I feel like, hey, 
I’m not dead yet!”

Lost fans know how the 
Man in Black feels. Just as 
this Lost character has 
interminably been impris¬ 
oned on the Island, they 
have been trapped on Tues¬ 
day nights. 

Most were excited at the 
beginning of the season — 
juiced by the high of a stel¬ 
lar fifth season.

But it looks 
like it’s following BSG’s fi¬ 
nal trajectory where, in 
moving from ambiguity to 
clarity, it collapsed under 
the weight of its mythology. 
The result was a terrible fi¬ 
nale with what felt like a 
tacked-on happy ending 
and a literal hand-of-God 
moment that effectively de¬ 
valued the show’s best 
theme. 

is for Continuity: 
This season has felt 
like it’s moved slow¬ 
ly and, really, it’s as if the 
creators are just filling plot 
holes in the leaky narrative.

1/4 tsp dried thyme 

1 tsp black pepper 
1 tsp ground allspice 

1 tsp salt 

4 tbsp red wine vinegar 

2 tbsp Dijon mustard 

2 tsp dark brown sugar 
1 lb skinless, boneless 
chicken breasts 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 cups pineapple chunks 
4 kiwis, peeled and cut in¬ 
to wedges 

1 large red pepper, cut in¬ 
to matchsticks 
1 cup jicama matchsticks 

METHOD: 

1. In large bowl, stir 
together garlic, thyme, 
black pepper, allspice, half 
of scallions and VI tsp 
salt.
